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DETAILED ACTION 

This application is a 371 of PCT/GB04/01559 04/08/2004. Claims 1-10 and 12-16 are before the 
Examiner and subject to the following Election/Restrictions. 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not so linked 
as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT. Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single 
invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim{s) 1-10, drawn to compounds of formula I where in m = n = 1, 4-amino-piperidine 
derivatives. 

Group II. claim(s) 1-10, drawn to compounds to compounds of formula I not encompassed by Group I. 
Election of this group would necessitate further restriction depending on m and n variables. 

Group III, claim(s) 12-16, drawn to methods of treating diseases using compounds of Group I. 
Group IV, claim(s) 12-16, drawn to methods of treating diseases using compounds of Group II. 

The inventions listed as Groups l-IV do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 
13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special technical features for 
the following reasons: The invariant in all these groups Is shown in the prior art on page 21 of WO 
0076512. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and there would be a 
serious burden on the examiner if restriction were not required; because the inventions require a different 
field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
